QUEEN OF CUPS 

"Queen of the Thrones of Waters" 

Rules 20 degrees Gemini to 20 degrees Cancer 


A very beautiful fair woman like a crowned Queen, seated 
upon a throne, beneath which is flowing water wherein lotuses are 
seen. Her general dress is similar to that of the Queen of Wands, 
but on her crown, cuirass and buskins is seen an Ibis with opened 
wings, and beside her is' the same bird, whereon her hand rests. 
She holds a cup, wherefrom a crayfish issues. Her face is dreamy, 
she holds a Lotus in the hand upon the Ibis. 

The Ibis in this card represents the soul and its deepest 
yearnings under the control of the Queen. Also, the hand holding 
the lotus shows that she is starting to unfold spiritually in 
association to the dictates of her Higher Genius (shown as the 
Ibis). There is a heavy emphasis on solar power, "the sun rising 
from the waters of Primal Chaos". The Ibis with semi open wings 
is the beginning of the soul in flight while the flowing water is 
life passing before her. The crayfish emerging from the cup shows 
the beginning of a new stage. The cray and crab are analogous 
with each other as far as symbology goes, showing the same mean- 
ing as seen from different civilisations, at different times of 
devel opment . 

The Queen has blue eyes and gold brown curly hair. Her skin 
is translucent blue and the background is light blue while the 
water is aquamarine blue. The scale armour is blue, outlined in 
orange while her cloak is deep blue with the throne as a darker 
shade of blue. The globes on each side of the throne are golden 
orange. Her skirt is orange while her buskins are medium blue. 
The crown of the Queen is gold. The crayfish is orange red and 
the lotus she holds is white (as are those on the water) and the 
Ibis is also red orange, as are the emblems on her Crown and 
armour. The pedestal the throne sits on is the same colour of the 
throne itself while the lilly pads are green. 

Overall the Queen is a woman who reflects deeply the symbols 
of life from an abstract concept and not really affected by it. 
The yearning of her soul however shows deep aspirations to higher 
things which are just starting to develop within her. In modern 
terms she is an individual who is just trying to get a hold of 
herself after passing through a rough emotional period. If this 
individual takes on too much she will revert back to the 
emotional upsets previously experienced. 
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This card rules 20 degrees Gemini to 20 degrees Cancer. The 
beginning shows the manifestation of dualism of nature while the 
end shows the emotional side, Cancer itself was also once consi- 
dered part of this dualism due to the effect of the bright stars 
in the constellation. Overall though it shows a constant flu:: of 
life, death and rebirth. 

The Queen is an imaginative, poetic kind, yet not willing to 
take much trouble for another. A coquettish, good natured dreamy 
appearance. She is mare imaginative than feeling. 

The watery part of water shows intuition and emotion at its 
greatest depth. Here, other mare tangible factors within the 
personality are ignored for the unconscious subtle under-current 
of the self. The dangers here show that one is exposed to ones 
deepest emotions, in fact the watery part of water shows one 
being controled by ones emotions to the exclusion of all else. 
The individual portrayed hers is a person of reflection for she 
reacts only to outside stimuli. Her world is that which others 
create for her as she is easily influenced due to her unique 
sensitivity. She is also extremely vunerable to being hurt. 

The alchemical theme of this card shows the 2nd stage of 
the Whitening. The Crab has transmuted into the Crayfish (shown 
by the Ibis) as a higher state of evolvement. It is also part of 
the exaltion process of a liquid through continuous distillation. 
The Ibis here being associated to the pelican vessel. 

The I Ching hexagram associated here is 29, K’an, meaning 
water. Here the two primary tri grams show Water over Water which 
is a danger hexagram showing good fortune only for reunification 
or religious study. The Great Symbolism says: "The symbol of 
Water flowing on continuously, forms K’an. The Superior man in 
accordance with this, maintains constantly the virtue of his 
heart and the integrity of his conduct and practises the business 
of instruction". 

Heh of Heh shows the feminine part of the feminine state, 
the one of deepest femininity and receptivity. It is here that 
the Yod forces of Heh have prope.led it to which is the epitome 
of stirrings of emotions. The newly formed Heh, being separated 
from Yod now lays the seed for the unconscious trends that lurk 
beneath the visible surfaces.

LESSON 99 
KING OF CUPS 

"Prince of the Chariot of Water" 

20 degrees Libra to 20 degrees Scorpio 


A winged Kingly -figure with a winged crown, seated in a 
chariot drawn by an eagle. On the wheel is a symbol o-f a Scorpion. 
The eagle is borne as a crest on his crown, cuirass and buskins. 
His general attire is like that o-f the King o-f Wands. Beneath his 
chariot is the calm stagnant waters o-f a lake. His armour 
resembles feathers more than scales. He -tolds in one hand a 
lotus, and in the other a cup, and has his head tending down to 
the waters of the lake. 

The eagle drawing the chariot shows the card’s airy nature, 
swift, and a constant flux of energy over the surface of the 
water showing surface only energies - superficiality. Since the 
stagnant waters of the lake show no movement, the airy turbulance 
has not ruffled them — they are unaffected. This further shows 
that any hidden depths have not been reached or penetrated. The 
cup he holds with the fiery serpent within indicates he has 
control over his emotions, but if he lets the cup go, the serpent 
will drop into the depths poisoning the mine with its venom. The 

lotus he holds shows motion, something that will never return to 

its state of rest - much the same as the myths of the lotus 
eaters in Greek mythology who voyaged contir^ally. 

The King has fair wavy hair, blue eyes and white wings. His 

skin is translucent blue. The scale armeur that he wears is 

Yellow with mauve outlines for the scales. J e is bare legged and 
has Yellow buskins. The Crown is coloured cold with the wings on 
the helmet as golden orange with mauve streaks and outlines. The 
Lotus he holds is white while the cup is blue with an orange rim 
and green serpent. The eagle is yellow (with mauve shadings) and 
his chariot is dark blue. The scorpions or the yellow wheel rim 
are orange. The sea beneath him is aquamarine blue. The eagle 
emblyms he wears are orange. 

The King rules from 20 degrees Libra to 20 degrees Scorpio 
which is a transitional state from harmony and balance to pene- 
tration and transf ormation. The last decan of Libra shows a 
gradual separation of parts while at 20 dec-ees Scorpio, though 
less affected, there is a merging. In the first decante of 
Scorpio penetration seems evident by way of association. The pull 
of Scorpio draws the chariot downward but it will never touch the

lake below due to the apposition of Libra. The point of equili- 
brium is about 29 degrees Libra to 1 degree Scorpio, showing 
strength at a point just before the air and water meet - skimming 
the surface. 

The Airy part of Water represents the ability to act objec- 
tively in a situation but it also allows ones dammed up emotions 
to be let loose through the airy part of the framework. In short, 
it shows an individual who applies himself to a task with an 
unusual amount of drive and determination using whatever means he 
has at his disposal to achieve a desired result. On the surface 
he may appear anything but detached from what he i s doing, but in 
reality the strong emotions that do filter through are ones that 
have been building up over a great deal of time.

It shows Air in an upward movement while the 
water is downward showing that a union is net likely, hence there 
are no harmonious attributes. The great Symbolism says: "The 
symbol of Heaven and water, moving away -"om each other form 
Sung. The Superior man, in accordance with this , in the transac- 
tion of affairs, takes good counsel about his steps". 

Vau of Heh shows the neutral aspect of the feminine force. 
This is the level of femininity where conception takes place. It 
is the point here the first stirrings have emanated enough to go 
onto the next cycle. It is the ’point de-part’ of change. This is 
Vau the son impregnating the mother <Heh).

PRINCESS OF CUPS 

"Princess of the Waters; the Lotus of the Palace o-f the Floods" 
North Pole to 45 degrees Lat. and -from 
0 degrees o-f Libra to 30 degrees Sagittarius 


A beauti-ful amazon like -figure, so-fter in nature than the 
Princess o-f Wands. She stands on a sea with foamimg spray, away 
to her right is a dolphin. She wears as a crest a swan with open 
wings. She bears on her right hand a lotus, and in the other an 
open cup -from which a turtle issues. Her mantle is lined with 
swan-down, and is o-f a thin -floating material. 

The Princess has blue eyes and straight brown hair. Her skin 
is a translucent blue while the background o-f the card is light 
blue. The sea beneath her is dark blue with white foam caps. Her 
skirt is green with black stripes. Her belt is green with red 
outlines for the scale mail. Her buskins are also green with dark 
shadings. The emblems on her crown, belt and buskins are whits. 
The dolphin is silver/grey. The outside part of her cloak (that 
is visible) is black with dark green folds while the inside is 
white and fluffy. The lotus she holds is also pure white (with a 
green stem). The clasp on her cloak is red. The turtle is red- 
orange while her crown is gold. The cup she holds is dark blue 
with some orange outlines. 

Her appearance is like a warrior, fierce and determined to 
win. The sea shows that turmoil and chaos is all around her, the 
spray that reaches her is of no consequence, just as the turmoil 
of life does not affect her. The dolphin with her is her guide to 
the underworld and also relates to the womb (del phys-womb , 
delphis - dolphin). The crest of the swan is also a symbol of 
virginity and tansmutati on . The turtle coming forth from the cup 
shows that a new, indestructable life force, has emerged from the 
womb (cup) of chaos. The Princess, like the Virgin Mary, is 
indirectly responsibile for a new life force and will guard its 
birth and development, nothing will sway her from her task. 

The Earthy part of Water shows a type of individual who to a 
certain extent is dreamy but has a tremendous strength of pur- 
pose. The Earthy part of her nature is the one that gives her the 
strength she needs and the framework to accomplish her tasks.
